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FORTY DAYS IN 1914. 

General Sir Frederick Maurice has writ- 
ten a first-class study of the first forty 
days of the war. In his book he has em- 
ployed the French evidence, and the Ger- 
man evidence so far as it is available. It 
seems to us, however, that he might have 
used the German evidence on, for example, 
as large a scale as it is used by Major 
Whitton im his study of the Marne cam- 
paign. Moreover, we are disposed to sus- 
pect that the author is even more in- 
terested in pushing his claim for the re- 
construction of our General Staff than in 
the opening stages of the great war. The 
last chapter deals with this matter, and it 
certainly reads to us as if the author had 
given his whole strength to his illuminat- 
ing analysis of the reconstruction oí the 
General Staff. It is an able piece of 
writing, carrying conviction to the mind of 
the reader. 

General Sir F. Maurice's narrative “of 
the campaign in Belgium is written with 
fire. He points out how much the Belgian 
resistance servéd us in giving us time, 
though he clearly thinks that this resist- 
ance has been overrated. He lays more 
stress on the mistakes which von Kluck 
committed, and these he exposes most 
ably. Von Kluck attacked at Mons be- 
fore he was ready, and inevitably failed 
to employ adequate force at the outset to 
make success complete. Then he relied on 
the slow process of enveloping by troops 
at a distance from our line. at a time when 
it was life or death to him.to seize a 
chance which might disappear as quickly 
as it presented itself. When he began the 
fight he had no considerable strength in 
excess of ours, though in the evening he 
possessed overwhelming: numbers. The 
enemy assumed that because we retreated 
from Mons we were beaten, whereas we 
were not. In German papers von Kluck 
and von Moltke have since confessed that 
they were amazed that men who had taken 

art in our retreat were at all able to 
fight when the turn in the tide came, and 
that they were amazed beyond measure 
that they could fight as if they had been 
fresh troops. The author proves that von 
Kluck was negligent in the pursuit of our 
Army. As Napoleon failed to pursue 
Blucher when he had beaten him at Ligny, 
so von Kluck failed to .pursue Smith- 
Dorrien when he had beaten him at Le 
Cateau. The battle of Waterloo measured 
the price the one paid, just as the retreat 
to the Aisne measured the price that the 
other paid. 

The battles of Oureq and the Marne 
are set in proper perspective, and. here, 
too, Sir Frederick Maurice shows the enor- 
mous part taken by the British Army. He 
gladly pays tribute td Foch’s generalship 
and cool judgment, and to his insight into 
the weak spot in the enemy’s line in 
directing the blow at it at exactly the right 
time. He also pays tribute to Manoury’s 
resistance and Gallieni’s resource and 
enterprise. When he has said all that, he 
does justice—and no more than justice—to 
the incomparable part played by our own 
men. “I am convinced,” he writes, “ that 
history will decide that it was the crossing 
of the Marne in the early hours of the 
9th by the British Army which turned the 
scale against von Klnuck and saved 
Mapoury at a time of crisis.”’

Gray, quoting from “ Whitaker,” gives 
the expenditure at home at £20,956, in 
1915-1916. This is quite correct, but we 
think that he fails to allow for the amount 
locally raised and expended. In London, 
whose valuation is over £46,000,000, the 
Er rate has been as much as 2s. in 
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It is, however, the expenditure conse- 
quent on private benefactions that is so 
vast when viewed from a British stand- 
point. “There is hardly a State where 
wealthy men have not founded or richl 
endowed universities, colleges, and techni- 
cal institutions.’’ We.need only instance 
the Pratt Institute, the John Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and the Igeland Stamford Uni- 
versity with a host of others. To the 
University of Chicago alone J. D. Rocke- 
feller has given £8,000,000 sterling. 

Education in America is designed for the 
masses, not for the classes. It is the 
birthright of every citizen, and there is no 
artificial barrier, social or financial, to 
debar the American youth of humblest 
origin from rising to the highest position 
in the State through the agency of the 
school. It is not surprising that, owing 
to such a catholic system—though the cul- 
tural value may be lower than in Eng- 
land—the standard of education of Ameri- 
can citizens, as a whole, is far higher and 
more generally ,diffused, _ Recent years 
have also produced a correlation between 
education and industry which is unknown 
with us. Space does not permit us to deal 
even shortly with Dr, Gray’s intéresting 
chapters on the co-operative movement 
(between education and industry), cor- 
poration schools, pre-vocational and voca- 
tional schools; but they will be found to 
contain a mass of information which 
hitherto has not been accessible to the 
general reader. sis.

Gray, oD Sin tae  teket gh” na a 
LAY VICTORIA BUXTON. 

Mr. G. W. E. Russell scarcely shows 
his wonted skill in biography in this 
memoir of Lady Victoria Buxton. Some 
of his extracts from private diaries are 
worth reading by the members of the 
family, but we fear that they are not 
neafly so interesting to the ordinary reader 
as Mr. Russell seems to imagine. The 
outstanding feature of the biography is 
the deeply religious nature of Lady Vic- 
toria Noel as girl, as woman, as mother, 
and as the wife of the Governor of South 
Australia. If anyone wants to\know how 
far a woman who had to take a large part 
in the social life of her time could also put 
religion first, we commend to him the 
perusal of this biography. The illustrations 
are singularly well produced, and one, 
which represents Lady Victoria with her 
mother, the Countess bf Gainsborough, is 
particularly pleasing. There is a brief ac- 
count of the origins of the Noel family, 
for the author cares too much for our 
past to leave to one side such valuable 


sidelights on our history as he can give us. 


The childhood and the old home are agree- 
ably described. Then comes the tale of 
the engagement to Sir T. Fowell Buxton, 
who was as public-minded as his bride. 
Her new home, its life and oecupations, 
are placed before us, and we come to 


‘realise what a happy marriage may mean. 


Mr. Russell lifts the veil of the private 
lifé of Lady Victoria Buxton, but in no 
case does he violate good taste. It is so 
easy to do this when the memoir’s subject 
is so intimate as the unfolding of the 
character of a woman. whose one aim was 
to be of service to women and men, thereby 
testifying to that belief in the Fatherhood 
of God which was the dominant motive of 
her life. Her daughter adds a tribute 
which we gladly quote: “The only 
thing she really resented was apathy 
and lack of imterest. Her tastes 
were characteristic of her _ indivi- 
duality. She loved everything French: 
classical] French literature, the Protestant 
curés she had known as a child, the smart 
French bonnes in the Bois; she spoke 
French with a Parisian accent. Charac- 
teristic, too, was her love of old English 
songs, Bishop and Arne especially; of 
the slow dignity, too, of the German 
chorales. She loved old-fashioned gardens 
with red walls and trim flowering shrubs. 

She would dilate with enthusiasm 
about very little things, for no smallest 
pleasure ‘knocked at her heart in vain.’ 
How good was the damson cheese for tea 
at the Vicarage in old days at Exton, how 
lovely the shells she had picked up as a 
child at Montpelier, how entrancing a pic- 
nic in Monk Wood! She loved dogs with 
the same intensity with which she disliked 
cats. . Good acting was one of her 
strongest tastes.’’

SWORD AND PLOUGH. 

It would be possible to form a very in- 
teresting collection of what we may term 
liaison literature—that is, ot books writ- 
ten by Allied authors about themselves, 
other Allies, or the war in general. Signor 
Diego Angeli gives us in “Sword and 
Plough’ one of the best impressions of 
the British work on the western battle 
front that we have met so far. His de- 
scription of his work as a special corres- 
pondent is capitally done, for to a keen 
eye for salient detail he unites considerable 
literary power. 

No book that we have read has more 
forcibly brought home to us the savagely 
systematic destruction of property in 
Picardy and. elsewhere by the Germans :— 
“The soldiers began by tying a rope to 
the roof and pulling it off; then they 
blew up the walls or set fire to them, ac- 
cording to the time at their disposal. 
After this they d to the systematic 
destruction of the fields. The hedges were 
torn up, the gorarinai mbany | trees were 
killed, the great poplars and secular elms 
which shaded the highways were sawn 
through at a height of eight inches from 
the ground and thrown into the fields— 
remark, thrown into the fields. They did 
not even desire to mask this devastation 
with the pretext of creating a barricade 
across the road to impede the movéments 
of the enemy armies, I saw near Bapaume 
a garden in which all the plawts, even the 
humblest, even the grasses, were uprooted 
and thrown on to the: ground!” No 
less harrowing is the description of the 
destroyed towns and villages, The pro- 
gramme seems never to have changed 
first, the systematic looting and theft of 
anything that possessed any value, and 
then wholesale destruction. á

GERMAN SOCIALISM.

THE SECOND EPISTLE TO THE 
THESSALONIANS. , 

The Second Epistle to the Thessalonians 
is full of interest for the student of 
Pauline writings for many reasons, and 
not least because it is one of the ‘least 
“Pauline” of the non-pastoral Epistles. 
It*stands close to the line which separates 
the “ Pauline” from the “ non-Pauline,’’ 
but Dr. Plummer makes it clear in his 
well-balanced and fair statement of the 
case for either side that the Letter must 
be reckoned amongst the genuine writings 
of the Apostle. There are no direct cita- 
tions from the Septuagint, but Dr. Plum- 
mer gives a list of phrases which re-echo 
its phraseology. The apocalyptic passages 
(i., 7-10; ii., 3-12) are very fully treated ; 
the author agrees with Dr. Charles that in 
ii., 3-12 we have in all probability a Chris- 
tian transformation of a current Judaistic 
myth. 

We must here content ourselves with 
saying that this commentary is a worthy 
companion to that on First Thessalonians 
by the same author. It is marked by the 
width of knowledge and exactness of 
scholarship and aptnmess of interpretation 
that are associated with the name of Dr, 
Plummer, and will be found ful! of in- 
struction and suggestion for anyone who 
desires a volume to add to the exegetical 
shelf in his library.

Germany and the Allies. 


While the National Assembly at 
Weimar was talking about a “ German 
people united in its tribes,” one of those 
tribes was making a rather startling de- 
claration of independence. Munich, with 
its well-remembered atmosphere of art, 
music, and learning, and all its mellew 
taste for the gracious things of life, is the 
last city of Germany where one expected 
the proclamation of a Soviet Republic. Yet 
this development is not wholly surprising. 
On Thursday of last week Kurt Eisner, the 
Bavarian Premier, was murdered in the 
streets of Munich by a weak-minded officer 
the old school.’ Immediately after- 
wards, when the crime was being de- 
nounced in the Diet, several shots were 
fired from the gallery. A deputy was 
killed outright and two Ministers were 
seriously, if not fatally, wounded. There 
was an uproar in the city. Indeed, the 


‘earlier telegrams suggested that anarchy 


had broken out, and that the streets were 
flowing with bloodshed. Later messagés 
indicate a less terrible state of affairs. 
seems that a Socialist committee of action 
has assumed authority and has declared 
martial law; that this committee, sup- 
ported by the Workers’ and Soldiers’ 
Councils, has proclaimed Bavaria a Soviet 
Republic, and that a Cabinet Council has 
been called for the formation of a new 
Ministry. The Government troops were 
unable, or, at any rate, did not try, to 
interfere. The position certainly is gravo, 
but it must be examined in the light of 
recent events. Kurt Eisner was the only 
head of a German State who belonged to 
the Independent Socialists. He did not 
represent the predominant party in 
Bavaria, and was defeated at the recent 
elections. He maintained his hold on 
office by marshalling the Workers’ and 
Soldiers’ Councils against the National 
Assembly. These Councils, naturally in- 
furiated by the extreme reactionaries’ 
policy of assassination, are the authors of 
Friday’s coup d’état. It is almost certain, 
however, that they do not represent the 
true public opinion of Bavaria, which is 
cast in a Roman Catholic and moderately 
conservative mould. Bavaria is “ parti- 
cularist ’’—that is to say, it is very jealous 
of its State rights—but it is not Bolshevist. 
We do not believe that its new Soviet 
Republic will have a long lease of life. 
The Spartacist movement is making 
another bid for power in Germany, and, of 
course, the new troubles in Bavaria will 
encourage it. It is trying to organise 
strikes on a large scale in the mining dis- 
tricts of Prussia. These seem, however, to 
be getting little support from the miners, 
and peace is being kept by strong bodies 
of troops. Undoubtedly, the new German

culties; but our national sympathy with 
the forces of law as against those of 
anarchy must be diluted just now with 
some quiet scepticism. In the first place, 
it is, we think, safé to assume that German 
civilisation, as a whole, has not the 
slightest intention of allowing itself to he 
submerged in Bolshevism. Its instincts 
are all in favour of well-regulated peace 
and ordered industry. In the next place, 
the German Government's supreme desire 
at this moment is to escape the 
just penalty of the country’s crimes 
and to “secure mitigation of the 
Allies’ existing terms of afmistice and 
of their coming terms of peace. It hopes 
to employ two expedients to this end. One 
of them is an attempt to represent the 
internal conditions of Germany as being 
far worse than they are, so that the Allies 
may hesitate to exact the demobilisation 
of the German Armies, the surrender of 


military stores, and other conditions of the 


armistice. We may suspect that when 
Herr Scheidemann said in the National 
Assembly, on Friday, “ The earth is shak- 


ping under our feet, and, perhaps, in a 


short time will collapse,” he was talking 
rather to Paris than to Weimar or Berlin. 
He may have been addressing himself also 
to a section of the British Press which has 
had always a soft spot in its heart for 
Germany, ahd is protesting now that, un- 
less we cancel all her liabilities to us and 
admit her immediately to the League of 
Nations, Bolshevism will overwhelm the 
world. In a word, Germany is seeking to 
play not only on the Allies’ kindness; but 
on their fears»: We do not believe that 
she will succeed. When Herr Scheide- 
mann, like the Fat Boy, tries to make our 
flesh creep, let us remember that the

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midable; and the AMied Governments and 
peoples must be strictly on their guard 
against it. She hopes to be able to escape 
punishment by inducing the Allies to 
quarrel with one another over the terms of 
peace. Hitherto she has been disap- 
pointed, but she sees a promising oppor- 
tunity in the fact that Britain and France 
take one view of her financial obligations, 
while President Wilson takes another. The 
former demand indemnities as well as 
reparation ; the latter holds that Germany 
should be compelled to pay only for the 
actual damage which she inflicted in the 
war. It is at the moment when this 
awkward question arises that a real danger- 
signal is presented in the sinister figure of 
Count Bernstorff, formerly German Am- 
bassador at . Washington. This born in- 
triguer knows American politics intimately, 
and the purpose of the “ interview” with 
him which is published to-day leaps to the 
eyes. He knows that American public 
opinion desires the quickest possible peace, 
and a speedy return to the United States 
of the American soldiers now in Europe. 
He knows that the draft scheme of the 
League of Nations is being criticised rather 
severely in America, which resents any 
suspicion of international imterference with 
the sanctity of the Monroe Doctrine. He 
knows that the recent elections changed 
the character of Congress, and that during 
the next two years Mr. Wilson must deal 
with a national legislature in opposition. 
fount Bernstorff now hopes to reinforce 
all these possibilities of trouble with the 
suggestion that the European Allies 
have discarded the President's “ fourteen 
points”; that Germany laid down her 
arm, not because she was beatén, but 
because of her eager acceptance of his 
ideals ; and that she now looks to him for 
protection and justice. He hints that 
France is making all the mischief, but he 
is sure that Mr. Wilson “ will contrive to 
surmount all obstacles.” This appeal to 
war-weariness and to international jealousy 
is Germany’s last card, and she will play 
it with desperate and unscrupulous 
cunning. “The Allied Governments and 
peoples will need all their sanity, loyalty, 
and common-sense if they are not to be 
cheated of the fruits of their glorious unity 
in the field. 


An Imperial Air Service. 


One of the questions which the Peace 
Conference must discuss at: an early 
date is the establishment of international 
air routes. A convention, in which all 
the Allied countries are represented, has 
the matter under consideration, and its 
plans are now well adyanced. As soon as 
they are completed they will be submitted 


to the Peace Conference. This subject is of 


supreme importance to the whole British 
Empire. It is not merely a question of the 
development of commerce, although that 


in itself would justify the spending of 


money on a lavish scale. The great poli- 
tical weakness of the Empire is that it is 
so widely scattered. Anything which will 
diminish the distances that separate the 
mother country from the younger States, 
and thus strengthen the bonds of union, 
should not be reckoned in terms of pounds, 
shillings, and pence. The Imperial Air 
Service, too, will do much to eliminate the 
necessity of the punitive expeditions which 
we have to send from time to time te 
remote frontiers, for it will be a constant 
reminder to*subject races of the Empire's 
might. Speaking in London the other day, 
Major-General Sir F. H. Sykes, Controller- 
General of Civil Aviation, dealt with that 
aspect of the problem. He said that the 
crossing of the Atlantic was an attractive 
project, but that travel between Cairo and 
Calcutta, Calcutta and Singapore, Singa- 
pore and Australia was of far greater and 
more solid importance. The Aerial Naviga- 
tion Bill, which has now received its third 
reading in the House of Commons, gives 
the Government power to make regula- 
tions on any and every aspect of air traffic 
in the future. One of the most important 
clauses stipulates that all plans of air- 
craft must be submitted to the Air 
Ministry before constructional work can 
be commenced. That is as it should be. 
Control may hamper initiative and enter- 
prise to some extent, but the question of 
safeguarding the public against the risks 
attending flights in “freak’’ machines is 
of paramount importance. A few accidents 
to some of the air liners which we are 
promised would do much to injure the 
development of commercial flying. In a 
railway mishap or in the case of a ship- 
wreck the passenger has some chance of. 
escaping serious injury; but, if an air 
liner came to grief, it is probable that 
there would be no survivor to tell what 
occurred. Then, again, it will be neces- 
sary for the Air Ministry to make provi- 
sion for the safety of the public which 
does not fly. It is quite conceivable that, 
when air services are established in the 
United Kingdom, they will mean more 
danger to the users of the earth than 
motor cars and bicycles meant when they 
were first introduced. General Seely, who 
had charge of the bill while it was passing 
through the House of Commons, gave 
assurances that the Ministry’s,. experts 
would give sympathetic consideration to 
all designs submitted to them, and that 
inventors would be allowed every latitude 


He added that the Government would 
shortly’ undertake the construction of aero- 
dromes. In reply to questions whether 
the Government would regard every 
machine built as a potential instrument 
of war, General Seely said that this 
would not happen. He believed that the 
divergence between civilian and military 
aeroplanes would be on an ever-increasing 
scale, and that eventually the difference 
would be as marked as that between a 
liner and a battle-cruiser. 
— 


Horses and Engines. 


In his report to the Dublin Corporation 
on the work of the Fire Brigade ‘during 
the past year Captain Myers urges that 
the time has arrived when the horse-drawn 
apparatus should be replaced by motor 
machines. He states that the change 
would effect a decrease in the expenditure 
upon his department and would increase its 
efficiency. His arguments are unanswer- 
able. The price of suitable horses has 
advanced considerably, and the’.cost of 
their maintenance has at least trebled. 
There can be no question that with motor 
machines the firemen would be much better 
equipped ‘to carry on their work. Fire 
spreads with such remarkable rapidity 
that very often the fate of a building is 
decided in a few minutes. It is, therefore, 
of great importance that the: Brigade 


should be able to reach the scene of any 


outbreak that occurs with the least possible 
delay. Beyond question, the motor 
machine is speedier than the horse-drawn 
apparatus. While we hope that the Cor- 


poration will adopt Captain Myers’s

THE AEROPLANE OF THE 
FUTURE. 


A NEW FRENCH INVENTION. 

A telegram from Paris on Sunday says :—Dr. 
Auguste Rateane, of the Academie des Sciences, 
has invented a contrivance enabling aeroplanes 
to fly at a rate unheard of hitherto and at 
heights considered until now impossible. The 
engine, which is based on the principle of the 
turbine, is designed to produce 30,000 revolutions 
@ minute. e invention also comprises a small 
centrifugal ventilator for the pu of com- 

ressing the air at lofty altitudes at which the 
instrument is used. It is thus possible to furnish 
the engine with compressed air at the pressure 
usual at lower altitudes. The engine then works 
at full strength, and not only do the machines 
climb thousands of metres higher, but their 
speed becomes much faster than when near 
land. This invention of M. Rateane will enable 
a flight from Paris to Algiers to be made in five 
hours, to Constantinople in eight hours, and to 
Cairo in eleven hours.

Sin GUY CALTHROP, BART. 

Sir Guy Calthrop, the Coal Controller, died 
in a London nursing home on Sunday after- 
noon from influenza and pneumonia. Sir Calthro 
Guy Spencer Calthrop, Bart., was in his 49t 
year. At the age of 16 he joined the London 
and North-Western Railway, and became as- 
sistant to the general manager fifteen years 
later.

Builders, for example, have received many 
orders for the repair of old houses and 
the construction of new ones, but cannot 
get on with the work until they know 
whether they will be allowed to purchase 
the necessary timber, iron, and bricks, 

There is no use in entering into elaborate 
undertakings to give improved terms to 
the workmen in any particular industry 
until you can be reasonably sure that the 
industry will stand them under the condi- 
tions of peace-time. As the new Lord 
Chancellor said in the very interesting 
debate now in progress in the House of 
Lords, “we have been living on our 
capital—and enjoying it.” That is the 
attitude of mind which must be altered 
before we can begin to rebuild our old 
prosperity with any hope of success. 

A French journalist attributes the ad- 
vance of Bolshevisnt throughout Europe to 
the manner in which Russian paper money 
is spread broadcast by means of the mails. 
He suggests that the Allied Governments 
should ban the rouble, and create a new 
paper money which they could collectively 
guarantee for the expenses of their Russian 
enterprises. I am all for banning the 
rouble, but I doubt whether the British 
Government would be wise to lend’ its 
authority to the creation of any more 
paper money anywhere. Some of our 
greatest banking authorities are distinctly 
of opinion that many of our labour and 
other troubles would have been avoided if 
the Government. had restricted the issue 
of “ Bradburys’”’ within much narrower 
limits.

FRANCE’S SPECIAL NEEDS. 


Mr. Churchill, says The Times, in his speech 
of Saturday very rightly emphasised the 
supreme political importance of friendship 
between England and the United States. If 
they fall apart, there is an end, sooner or later, 
of all that has been achieved in this war. With 
England and America together both of us are 
safe and unassailable. But we are glad that 
Mr. Churchill, in his enthusiasm for the friend- 
ship between the two great branches of the 
Fnelish-speaking peoples, should have been at 
pains to indicate how necessary it was that 
France, too, should be in this association. That 
might have gone without saying, so firmly 
rooted is the French alliance in our politics 
and our affections; but there are times, and 
this is one, when stress may be laid, with ad- 
vantage, on even the truisms and common- 
places of politics. When we talk about Anglo- 
American friendship our French Allies must 
understand that, as their extremity was the 
occasion of that friendship, so Franco's safety 
and greatness must be one of the main objects 
that it must set out to secure. In speaking, as 
we all do, of Anglo-American friendship as 
one of the supreme needs of the human race, 
we have in mind no selfish association, and 
certainly no ambitions to be indulged at the 
expense of others. On the contrary, its chief 
justification must be the peace and content- 
nent of Europe. France occupies a wholly ex- 
ceptional situation in the settlement that is 
nuw being made. Hers is the post of danger in 
the outworks that we are erecting for the de- 
fence of civilisation against a repetition of such 


assaults as have been made in this war, and it | 


s omy right that she should be given special 
guarantees for her safety. It will be the duty 


of this country te assist France to obtain these 
guarantees.

THE ATTACK ON M. CLEMENCEAU. 

In Austria, says The Times, the attempt on 
the life of M. Clemenceau has been generally 
taken as the text for a renewed protest against 
the hard conditions of the armistice. For 
eyample, the Arbheiter Zeitung expresses the 
hope that the peace terms will not be too 
rrgorous. In the course of a leading article 
freely acknowledging M. Clemenceau’s great- 
ness, it describes the attack as a plain cell to 
the statesmen now in Paris to give peace to the 
world—a peace which shall make life possible 
also for Germans, and not interfere with their 
development. The same thesis is propounded 
at even greater length in the Neue Freie 
Presse, which argues that the weapon of the 
blockade, intended to suffocate the vanquished, 
has proved fatal also to the victors by de- 
priving the workmen of their bread; and, of 
it cites in proof the present labour 
troubles in England. The attack on M. 
Clemenceau is characterised as a warning 
against deadly delay in granting peace terms. 
“The shot of the would-be murderer of a 
Frenchman,” adds the journal, “should sound 
a serious note of caution against playing with 
the peace.”

providing for disarmament, demobilisation, and 
the dismantling of forts, etc., are, in fact, a 
military treaty, and bring to an end all war 
operations. That, in itself, is virtually peace, 
though naturally we must wait for the actual 
signing of the Peace Treaty. The Commission 
reports ought to be ready for the Council of 
Ten before the return of President Wilson, 
towards the middle of next month, and it ós 
expected that wiihin ten days to a fortnight 
after his arrival the Germans and other enemy 
Powers may be called in to hear the Allied 
peace terms. 

The various Commissions now at work have 
sitting on them one or more .members of the 
Council of Ten, or someone closely in touch 
with these heads, so that the Council will pro- 
bebly accept the conclusions arrived at by the 
Commissions without much discussion. Though 
there are some big questions, which, for final 
settling, must await President Wilson’s coming, 
such as that of the Rhine frontier, most of the 
questions of boundaries will, by then, have been 
settled by the experts now at work on them, 
and will be ready for presentation.

I may remark 
in passing that at that time I concluded no less 
than three Arbitration Treaties with the United 
States, which, however, were all rejected by 
Berlin. Later, in the autumn of 1916, when |] 
strove in Washington far the restoration of 
eace on the basis of a League of Nations, the 
atter would not have been difficult to attain 
owing to the then prevailing equality of 
strength, while we are now confronted with the 
arrogance of the conqueror. It was mainly the 
continual emphasis laid by President Wilson on 
the League of Nations idea after America’s 
entry into the war and the elevated principles 
represented by him that opened the eves of the 
German people to the fact that the new peace 
status should be founded on a League of Nations. 
Trusting in each of the principles formulated 
by President Wilson, Germany laid down her 
arms, and is now looking forward to the forma- 
tion of the League of Nations on a basis of 
these same principles.”

He further 
described the League as “the greatest triumph 
of British diplomacy for three centuries,” an 
said that the scheme had been taken almost 
bodily from the constitution proposed by Gene- 
ral Smuts. He also declared that “the 
League’s recognition of the voting power of 
Great Britain's Colonies gives our 
commercial rival five votes to our one.” . Great 
Britain, he alleged, had not surrendered her 
claims to the right of possessing the world's 
largest Navy, but the United States was 
surrender its traditional diplomatic licy.

“It would be quite foolish,” he said, “ to 
suggest that the mere signing of a covenant 
would produce a millennium; but it certainly 
would produce a better international atmo- 
sphere if those who directed the League of 
Nations could be convinced that war was the 
worst possible way of settling disputes, and 
that an alternative must be found. A great ad- 
vance would thus have been made. The League 
of Nations would help im this direction. Once 
convince the world that war was stupid and 
harbarous, and they would create a confidence 
which would make disarmament possible. Tho 
fear of war being removed, much would be 
done for prosperity and progress. There was 
no doubt the League would be established as 
soon as the peace preliminaries were signed.

The total quantity 
was so enormous as to enable German specu- 
lators to carry on the sale of these wares dur- 
ing the whole period of the war, They sent 
them in all directions, even as far as Bulgaria, 
and must have realised immense profits. The 
Minister also told the Commission how the 
Polish authorities, anticipating some sudden 
breakdown in Germany, prepared for it by 
instructing all the former Polish railway 
employés to be ready to return immediately to 
their old positions when the time came. This 
made it possjble for the Poles to send home 
30,000 German soldiers immediately, who other- 
wise would have remained in Poland and con- 
stituted a serious menace to the country. M. 
Englich entered very fully into the financial 
situation in Poland, which is exceedingly com- 
licated. There are no less than six different 
inds of currency at present in circulation in 
the country—namely, Russian. rouble notes, of 
various issues; German marks, Austrian kroner, 
Ukraine notes, Polish-German mark notes, and 
Polish Government mark notes, Polish-German 
mark notes were issued by the Germans during 
their occupation of Poland.

BRITISH TROOPS IN NORTH | 


RUSSIA. 


BATHING IN THE SNOW. 


The Press Association’s Special Correspondent, 
telegraphing from New York on the 19th inst.., 
gives an account of a journey made by a detach- 
ment of British troops in North Russia, as pub- 
lidhed by the Associated Press. . The party 


travelled in single file in hundreds of sleighe . 


over chilly roads, through pine forests, or a belt 
- of frozen, treeless plains, with an, overgrowth 
of moss or lichen which succceds the forest area 
_~undra, as it ie called—at a latitude of 
64 degrees 50 minutes north. Nearly 300 miles 
of the most difficult part of the journey were 
completed in twelve days. The trip, which was 
planned and directed by members of the Shackle- 
ton Antarctic Expedition, including Dr. 
Macklin, was a signal success. The captain com- 
manding the detachment, who already had his 
troops comfortably billeted in a little village 
along the road, described the journey as being 
“cheery and cold.” Most days, according to his 
description, the temperature was from 30 to 45 
degrees below zero, but of the first’150 men only 
five or six were compelled to fall out for rest 
at the hospital en route. A remarkable fact is 
that, though trained for several months in 
Arctic latitudes, this captain of the advance 
guard belonged to the West India Regiment. He 
went on to say that in the fire’ forty-eight 
hours after leaving the railroad the advance 
yard rested for only three hours. From here 
hey pushed on, dither riding in sleighs or walk- 
ing, or running alongside in bitter cold fog 


over the tundra, which is bare of trees and | 
gives no shelter from the wind. After this, | 
said the captain, I, was easicr. There was | 


bright sunshine, though it was bitterly cold. 
ey rested each night in reasonably comfort- 
able billets, and here and there on the long 
trail they found villages where there were 
American Y.M.C.A. workers, who had pushed 
out to pave the way for the incoming troops, 
and cheered the men of the British detachmen' 


with hot drinks. Hospitals were also arranged | 


along the trail, but.there was punpeieingty little 
need for them. “We walked about half the 
time, and rode two in a sleigh the other half,” 
gaid the captain. “ My, detachment pioneered 
abead, and we equipped al! sorts of devices, in- 
cluding dog-aleighs and little Nandsleds. Of 
course, there were skis and snowshoes for all. 
THE REINDEER SHOT. 

“ We had brought a world of equipment, in- 
cluding specially devised Arctic sleeping tents, 
but, as a matter of fact, we found we did not 
need much of anything, except good food, warm 


clothing, and good Russian horses. The detach- | 
ment started with several reindeer drawing the | 
sleds, but these Arctic beasts could not etand | 


the long, slow journey, and had to be shot, while 


the sturdy little, cold accustomed, shaggy horses, 


who had long been performing marvels of 
transportation at the front, stood the journey 
eplendiily. So did the: rugged peasant drivers, 
who, bundled up in great reindeer or bearskin 
coats, seemed impervious to the cold, and 
geemed to look upon the long trip as mere 
routine. Light wind-proof jackets and trousers, 
designed from Antarctic experience, worn ove? 
the uniforms and under heavy sheepskin coats, 
fur oaps covering the head and face, mocassins, 
and heavy socks inside white Shackleton boots. 
and wind-} roof and cold-proof gloves were part 
of each soldier's equipment. The diet consisted 
of rich fats and proteins, reinforced with a 
special Arctic .ration, which tasted like thick

Seven 
trainloads of American flour, amounting to 
nearly 5,900 tons, had now left Dantzig for 
Poland. The Polish-American ship, Westward 
Ho, has arrived at Dantzig, bringing a cargo 
of mixed foodstuffs, haif of which is a free 
gift from America to Poland. 


MEETING OF THE POLISH DIET. 


INTER-ALLIED COMMISSION PRESENT. 

A Warsaw telegram, dated February 19th, 
says :—Át the invitation of the President of the 
Diet, the Inter-Allied Commission was present 
this afternoon at a sitting of the Assembly, 
where its presence provoked a warm demonstre- 
tion of sympathy towards the Entente Powers. 
At the opening of the sitting, Traupchinsky 
the President of the Diet, in his speech of 
welcome, paid a tribute to America, whose 
generous President had, he said, proclaimed the 
reconstruction of Poland; to Great Britain, 
who was, he declared, an example of will, en- 
durance, and firmness; and to Italy, whose 
Chamber had been the first to set up the 
resurrection of Poland as one of the aims of the 
war. M. Traupchinsky concluded by greeting 
the representatives of -beautiful France, who 
has suffered so much, and whose finest sons 
have shed their blood fer the existence of 
their native land. Between Poland and France, 
declared the President, historic bonds of union 
have always existed. You Frenchmen from 
Alsace-Lorraine, for example, will realise the 
moral tortures and the long martyrdom of our 
people during the whole century, from the 
day when our mother tongue was snatched 
from us by force and our country dismentfvered. 
To-day the chains of slavery have fallen from 
us, but, surrounded as we are by enemies, 
dangers threaten ‘us still. Your presence, 
however, sustains our faith, and gives us cause 
to hope that the menacing clouds will soon be 
dissipated. Rest assured that our hearts are 
with you, and will ever be there where the 
flag of liberty and justice flies. 

At the conclusion of the President's speech 
the entire Diet rose, and raised cheer upon 
cheer for the visitors.

ENGLISH-SPEAKING UNION. 


FUTURE OF RUSSIA AND 


GERMANY. 


Mr. Winston Churchill, Secretary for War, 
presided at a dinner given at the Criterion 
Restaurant, London, on Saturday night by the 
English-Speaking Union in celebration of George 
Washington 's birthday. 

The following cable was read from Mr. George 
H. Putnam, Chairman of the American Branch 
of the English Speaking Union :—‘ Americans 
unite with Britons in honouring the memory of 
the great Anglo-American who fought to main- 
tain government by the people for the people. 

Mr. Churchill, in sabsnitting the toast of 
“The American Ambassador,’’ said that they 
were commemorating the birthday of me 
Washington, an English gentleman who fought 
against a German King—(laughter)—and de- 
fended his country by the aid of men of British 
blood against a wren: é number of 
Hessian and Hanoverian merc®naries. George 
Washington was a name which would be re- 
ceived wherever the English language was 
spoken with sentiments of admiration and re- 
spect. A remarkable characteristic of Washing- 
ton was his foresight and his abiding sense o! 
responsibility+towards history—qualities greatly 
needed at the present.time. After the great 
war the temptation came to us to dwell on its 
tragic splendours, and to let the present and the 
future shift for themselves; but we must not 
think that all our dangers are past. The Eng- 
lish speaking communities must endeavour now 
to meet the new trials and responsibilities of 
their immense position with a new fund of 
resilience, buoyancy, and resolution. They couid 
not help feeling anxious about the pe gitua- 
tion of the world, and particularly about the 
state of Europe, and unless the victors in this 
guarrel showed themselves egual io their victory 
uture years might see them stripped of its 
fruits. This was a moment for us to consolidate 
our hard-won decisions and secure them for all 
time. Dealing with the future, Mr. Churchill 
predicted that Russia would arise, and its people 
some day enjoy the respect and prosperity which 
was their due. The Bolshevik plague would pass 
like the great pestilences which had affected 
mankind, even if no external remedy was ap- 
lied. We must base our conclusions for the 
uture upon the confident hope that Russia will 
once again be a great united Power in the 
world. He hoped that after due reparation 
and punishment had been exacfed from Ger 
many a way of life would be found for her 
which would reconcile her to her lot and to her 
changed situation in the world. He also hoped 
a way of life would be found for Russia which 
would leave her a friend of Britain and the 
United States. “I don’t see what can happen 
to harm us,” proceeded Mr. Churchill, ' the 
English Speaking Union stand together, live to 
their ideals of freedom and humanity, and 
resolute to work together in a spirit of practical 
comradeship for the stability and progress _of 


| civilisation. If we fall apart there is the end of 


everything—all we have achieved will collapse in 
vain to the ground. Together with our gallant 
ally France, we are unassailable, and if we pur- 
sue a wise and honourable policy we shall pre- 
serve for the benefit of future ages the glories 
we have won in this cruel war.” (Cheers.)

IN FRANCE AND BELGIUM. 


BRITISH SAVE THOUSANDS OF 
LIVES. 


An interesting account of the feeding, re- 
patriation, and care of French and Belgian 
civilians by the First Army during, and sube- 
quent to, the advance of October and Novem- 
ber, 1918, has been issued. In September, 1918, 
the military situation was such as to necessitate 
all. arrangements being made in the event 
of a rapid advance beyond the devastated area 
and through country still inhabited by a con- 
siderable proportion of the civilian population. 
It was agreed between the British and French 
General Headquarters that the British Army 
should feed for four days the civilian popula- 
tions liberated by the advance, after which 
time the French engaged to take over the sup- 
py and distribution of food to their people. 
‘he British Army had, however, in efiect to 
carry out the feeding, movement, and care of 
the liberated and repatriated inhabitants for a 
very much longer riod, and under con- 
ditions much more difficult than could have 
been foreseen. 

After the capture of Cambrai, the 
German fighting withdrawal began and the 
advance was rapid. Few inhabitants were met 
with at first; these were either fed by the 
soldiers from their own rations or direct dis- 
tribution. was made from the tails of lorries 
rushed up with supplies. Not only were more 
and more inhabitants found as the &advance 
progressed, but those who had fled returned 
irresponsibly and in spite of frequent advice 
and orders from the.French and Belgian authori- 
ties, struggling to seek their homes, filtering 
across country, seeking lifts an lorries and 
ambulances, tramping the roads, their one 
overpowering motive being to get back. This 
enormously complicated the questions of supply 
and transport. The French were unable to take 
over afier four days. The British carried on, so 
that the people might live. Hospitals were 
established (neither French doctors nor nurses 
were available; at Arras, Cambrai, Dousi, and 
Valenciennes. Influenza, want, and exposure 
during their evacuation and. struggle 
back had reduced many to ‘a _ dread- 
ful state, and but for the prompt 
and kindly energy of the Army Medical. Service 


many thousands of French people must have | 


died. Motor ambulances, as improvised soup 


kitchens, were stationed at cross-roads to keep | 


life in the vagrant multitude. All this time 
fighting was going on, the rapid advance was 
being made over ruined roads, across a 


country where the railway and bridges had

NAVAL POLICY. 


—_— 


A FRENCH VIEW, 

A Reuter’s telegram from Paris on Sundays 
says—The Z'emps, in an article on naval policy, 
says—The war which has now come uo an end 
shows that it is the fleet which forms the domi- 
nant element in any campaign where the sea is 
concerned, though it is not necessary a naval 
combat which brings about this end. A fighting 
arm, the article continues, has been revealed 
in the submarine which has modified the appli- 
cation of the principles of naval warfare. At 


| the outbreak of the war the British Fleet 


thought only of attack, but a new adversary, 
the submarine, appeared, while the German 
Fleet shut itself up in its ports. For defence 
against this new adversary an entirely new 
organisation was mnecessary—namely, patrols, 
composed of small vessels as well as squadrons 
of powerful and rapid warships. It is to the 
latter that the protection of merchant shipping 
fell. For a short coast line only a small squad- 
ron of light craft is necessary, while large Colo- 
nial possessions and an important mercantile 
marine require a proportionate defence. If the 
League of Nations succeeds in bringing about a 
reduction in naval armaments, the réles of 
patrols and heavy squadrons ought to be taken 
into account. T vulnerability of the coast 
line of a country should serve as the basis of 
consideration, for it is evident that a country 
without Colonies and without a mercantile 
marine, but possessing = concentrated battie 
fleet, would present a greater menace to 
the peace of the world than a stronger fleet 
belonging to a country which, for the defence 
of distant possessions, would be obliged to 
scatter its vessels.

NO DISTURBING SYMPTOMS. 

The medical bulletin issued this morning, says 
a Reuter’s telegram from Paris on Sunday, 
says:—The improvement in M. Clemenceau’s 
condition continues. Temperature, 98.4; 
pulse, 68. 

A later telegram says:—The doctors consider 
to-day to be the decisive day for the patient. 
The rise in temperature reported in the last 
bulletin is regarded as the result of depression, 
which was bound to follow so violent a shock. 

The Echo de Paris says:—The doctors 
sounded the Premier very carefully yesterday, 
and were quite satisfied with the result. All 
the symptoms were good. M. Clemenceau dined 
more substantially last night than he had done 
previously. 

The Petit Parisien lays stress on the fact that 
no really disturbing symptom was found by the 
doctors yesterday. There was no spitting of 
blood, and no real threat of infection. The 
journal says :—It will take a week for the bullet 
to become sufficiently fixed in its fibrous enve- 
lope for it to be harmless. 


VERY SATISFACTORY CONDITION. 

A Reuter’s Paris message on Sunday night 
says:—Acrording to the bulletin issued at 6 
o'clock this evening, M. Clemenceau’s condition 
is very satisfactory. His temperature was 98.96 
and his pulse 68. In future only one bulletin 
a day will be issued.

News from Barcelona, says a Reuter’s Madrid

MANY FUNERALS IN DUBLIN. 

All indications show that irfluenza is 
spreading in Dublin. and in the country. Under 
these circumstances it is the duty of every 
person to be on his guard against possible in- 
fection. The best thing that.one can do is to 
adopt the advice given by Sir Charles Cameron, 


| Superintendent Medical Officer of Health for 
Í the City of Dublin, which, shortly stated, is to 


avoid crowded assemblies, to keep oneself warm 
and in good condition, and at the first appear- 
ance of a feeling of illness to go to bed and 


spector of the Local Government Board for 
Ireland, Dr. Browne, states that the present 
outbreak of influenza is not of se virulent a 
type as that of last autumn. The deaths from 
pneumonia, following influenza, are numerous. 

On Friday and Saturday there were ninety 
funerals (for the two days) to Glasnevin Ceme- 
tery, and yesterday there were forty. It would 
not be true to say that death in all these cases 
was due influenza. It would not be true to say 
that even half the number were due to that 
disease or anything connected with it. Many 
of these deaths are due to old age and other 
natural causes. 

The cemetery staff is overworked, and the 
bodies cannot .be interred as fast as they arrive. 
Bad weather such as that of Saturday morning 
prevents the men from working, and so creates 
arrears of work. Ail the staff were at work al] 
day yesterday, in consideration of whieh they 
received double pay. 


SPECIAL MEETING OF DUBLIN 
CORPORATION. 


Sir Charles Cameron states that there is no 
change in the situation as regards the in- 
fluenza visitation in Dublin. The special meet- 
ing of the Corporation summoned for to-morrow 
will have before them the proposal to close 
cinemas and theatres until the epidemic abates. 
Reports from the dispensary doctors in the city 
in reference to the outbreak are to be fur- 
nished to the Public Health Committee. 


THE ROYAL CITY OF DUBLIN HOSPITAL. 

The Secretary of the Royal City of Dublin 
Hospital writes to us to say that the hospital 
has opened two special wards, containing 16 
beds, for the reception of influenza and pneu- 
monia patients sent on order of the Public 
Health Department. 


THE EPIDEMIC IN THE PROVINCES, 
The epidemio is becoming widespread in Ath- 
lone industrial workers being chiefly affected. 
The Medical Officer of Health in Youghal has 
ordered the closing of the schools and picture 
houses in the town. The disease is also re- 
perven to be in Enniscorthy and Carrick-on- 
uir, 


There were over 140 influenza deaths in New- 
castle-on-Tyne last week, and from pneu- 
monia. 


DEATH OF A SUFFRAGIST. 


The death is announced, says a Reuter’s tele- 
gan from New York on Saturday, of Dr. Mary 
alker, the famous suffragist. Born at Oswego, 
New York, in 1832, Miss Walker took the degree 
of M.D. at Syracuse in 1855, and afterwards 
ractised at Columbus, Ohio, and Rome, New 
ork. She served as assistant surgeon in the 
Civil War, with the rank of first lieutenant, 
being the first woman commissioned to serve on 
the surgical staff of any army in time of war 
and was awarded Congressional Medal o 
Honour “ for bravery and valuable service in 
the field.” She wag afterwards best known as 
an advocate of equal euffrage and dress reform.

All this is bad enough; but what is worse 
is that the Ministry of Labour, which is -carry- 
ing out thie system of gubsidising idleness, seems 
to have been not without consciousness that 
reference to some statutory authority needed 
to be made. So, in the buff paper sent to 
the named employer of every claimant of these 
donations, reference is made to “ Sec. 87 of 
the Principal Act ” (i.c., the National Insurance 
Act, 1911). Will it be believed that neither 
the quoted section nor any other of the group 
of sections of that Act dealing with ~ unem- 
loyment benefit ” gives any authority for this 
bos. a ‘week payment to every class of the 
unemployed, to married women, to domestic 
servants. to small farmers in the Island of 
Achill and elsewhere, to clerical workers, male 
and female? Yet these classes and many more 
are idling with the taxpayers’ money in their 
pockets. 

“Unemployment benefit under the National 
Insurance Act is strictly limited :— 

(1) To seven specified technical trades named 
in the Sixth Schedule, or to other trades, with 
consent of the Board of Trade and the Trea- 
sury. (Has the Treasury ever been consulted ?) 

(2) To workmen in such special trades doing 
“wholly or mainly manual labour.” (Sec. 107.) 

(3) To seven shillings a week, generally, or,

(4) To one week's benefit for every five weeks’ 
contributions under the Act. 

To all this there is the general limitation

A SOLDIER’S CASE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—One aspect of demobilisation appears to 
have been overlooked. I can illustrate it by 
the case of a man who served in my own 
company. He joined in November, 1914; went 
to France with the 16th Division in December, 
1915, having been picked out for one of the

and intelligence He has served with Lewis 
guns continuously till the other day, when he 
was demobilised, having been os ii from 
France in those three years for one leave of 
teu days, and absent also for a fortnight in 
hospital with a slight wound. He is now 
twenty-one (having overstated his age in 1914 
in order to be able to join), and he has over 


| three years’ experience of handling intricate 
| an1 delicate machinery under difficult condi- 


tions. He wants to be trained as a motor 
mechanic, and, if he were convalescent from a 
wound, he could get the six months’ intensive 
training which would equip him, free of charge 


| to himself. If he were an officer, he could 
| get a period of University training and other 
| higher education at the State expense. Even 


as a private or non-commissioned officer, if he 
had been educated at a echool of the more 
expensive type, he cou!d get recommended for 
the University grant: Ags it is, because he 
has given three years’ full service in, perhaps, 
the most dangerous branch of infantry work, 
he has no choice tut to go into casual labour 
unless he can pay for his own apprenticeship. 

The irony of the situation is completed by 
the fact that, if he can keep out of employ- 
ment, he is entitled for six months to the 
weekly donation of 29s., which would keep him 
while he learnt hie trade, I submit that the 
donation should be made payable to suitable 
men of good character while they are serving 
apprenticeship. 1 commend this idea to the 
Irish Government and to members of Parlia- 
ment who have served i 

Poseibly some one of your readers might care 
to train this absolutely first-class young soldier 
for his own service. As an investment, it

RESIGNATION OF THE BISHOP 


OF CASHEL,

It is announced that the Bishop of Cashel has 
sent his resignation of the Bishopric of the 
United Diocese of Cashel, Emly, Waterford, 
and Lismore to the Archbishop of Dublin, by 
whom it has been laid before the Bench of 
Bishops, who have accepted it with regret. The 
resignation will not take effect till after the 3ls¢ 
March. The Right Rev. Henry Stewart O'Hara, 
D.D., is the eldest son of the Rev. James 
O’Hara, former Rector of Coleraine, and was 
born on the 6th September, 18435. He was 
educated at the Collegiate School, Leicester, 
and Trinity College, Dublin, where he took his 
B.A. degreé in 1885, and M.A. three years later. 
He was appointed Rector of Coleraine in 1869, 
Vicar of Belfast in 1894, and Canon of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, in 1897, and be- 
came first Dean of Belfast in 1899. In the fol- 
lowing year he was elected by the Irish Bishops 
to the Bishopric from which he has just re- 
signed, in succession to the late Bishop Maurice 
Day, and was consecrated in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin, on the 24th February, 1900. 
Dr. O’Hara has thus completed the nineteenth 
year of his Episcopate. ' 


THE DUBLIN FIRE BRIGADE, 
cevditinimenli inital, 
ENGINES VERSUS HORSES. 

The fifty-sixth anpual report of the work of 
the Dublin Fire Brigade states that during the 
year ending 3lst December last the Brigade re- 
ceived 188 calls to fires or supposed fires, an in- 
crease of 26 as com with the number re- 
ceived in the previous gwelve months. Of the 
188, 114 were calls to fires in the city, seven 
were to fires outside the city, 44 were to chimney 
fires, three to fallen houses, and 20 re false 
alarms, 11 of which, it is stated, “wé6re given 
with malicious intent.” Seven of the fires in 
the city caused loss in each ease of over £500, 
in 27 other cases the damage to property varied 
according to the estimate betweea and £500, 
and in cases the loss did not exceed in any 
ef them £50. The fire on Merchant's hen: to 
which the Brigade received a late call, involved 
a loss of £23,000. The value of the property 
exposed to risk from fires attended by the 
Brigade is estimated at £382,145, and the total 
amount of loss caused by fires is estimated at 
£31,185, £2,736 belew the average of the pre- 
vious 20 years. There were two cases of acci- 
dents to members of the Brigade during the 

ear. 

a — closing his report, Mr. John J. Myers, 
Chief of the Brigade, states that, in view of the 
high price being demanded for suitable horses 
and the enormously increased cost of _maintain- 
ing them, he urgently recommends, “‘from an 
economical) standpoint, as well as a matter of 
efficiency in the fire department, that all horse- 
drawn apparatus be dispensed with, and the 
entire system motorised as rapidly as possible. 


RISKS OF DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


The Ministry of Pensions states that dis- 
charged disabled men who have suffered amputa- 
tion, and have been or will be fitted with an 
artificial limb, sometimes suffer considerable 
inconvenience and risk of injury by the fact 
that it is often impossible for the general public 
or for drivers of vehicles to see at a glance that 
a man is seriously disabled and anable to move 

uickly. To meet this danger the Minister of 
Sealad decided some time ago that disabled 
men in this condition should be entitled to 
obtain and wear a white armlet to be worn 
conspicuously on the left arm for their own 
protection. The adoption of this su ion is 
entirely voluntary, but the public are asked to 
note that men wearing this armiet have lost a 
limb and to give those men the consideration 
which is due to them in view of their services 
and disablement in the war.

She 
said that a satisfactory feature of the report 
was that the poor people amongst whom the 
nurses worked had contributed £52. It showed 
that they appreciated what was done for them. 
It. was most important that the Needlework 
Guild should be kept up, for nothing was more 
gratifying to a nurse than to see her patient 
clean and comfortable. The training of nurses 
for visiting the poor was a special thing, and 
might be said to be apart altogether from the 
work that had to be done in an hospital. The 
visiting nurse had to be inventive, and to make 
use of the limited conveniences in the homes of 
the poor. They give their patients valuable 


instruction, and their influence in man 
ways was far-reaching. Another branc 
of their work was concerned with 


maternity and child welfare. It was in a Home 
like this that nurses could be properly trained
